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CANADA WILL BUILD ROAD TO 
HUDSON BAY 


Hon. Geo. P. Graham Announces 
That the Government Has Defin- 
itely Decided to Construct Road to 
Hudson Bay—Estimated Road In- 
cluding elevators and Other Facili- 
ties Will Cost About $30,000,000. 


Ottawa.—The most important an- 
nouncement made by Hon, Geo, P. 
Graham, in connection with his an- 
nual railway budget, was that the 
government has definitely decided to 
construct the Hudson Bay railway 
itself. 

When the road is built a plan for 
the operation of the road will be sub- 
mitted to parliament. 

Arrangements will be entered into 
for the construction of elevators and 
terminal facilities, and steamships to 
ply between Hudson Bay and Great 
Britain. 

Mr. Graham said that the supple- 
mentary estimates would contain a 
sum which parliament would be ask- 
ed to vote, and that he would then 
go into the whole question of this 
road in detail. 

In introducing the matter the min- 
ister of railways first reviewed the 
failure of previous attempts to build 
the railway and remarked that the 
name of Mr. Hugh Sutherland would 
always be recalled in connection with 
the serious attempts which have been 
made to provide this route for — the 
west. In view of the failure of private 
companies to build the line he said 
the government had displayed its 
usual wisdom in taking up the matter 
itself. 

Mr. Henderson, of Halton, asked if 
there were any land subsidies out- 
standing. “No, I think not,” replied 
the minister. 

Mr. Graham said that when a de- 
putation had waited upon Sir Wilfrid 
Taurier and himself in Brandon last 
summer in regard to the Hudson Bay 
railway he had remarked that it 
would be a good route over which to 
ship cattle to Great Britain. Some 
people and some newspapers had 
aughed at him and he would now ask 
them to note that this was one of the 
principal statements made by the 
grain growers in their memorial to 
the government, 

Alberta, he believed, would in the 
course of a short time become one of 
the best mixed farming districts in 
the Dominion and this would be an 
ideal cool route over which perishable 
products could be shipped to British 
markets. 

He believed the railway would be a 
success and at any rate a government 
which would not be willing to make 
the experiment of giving this route a 
trial would not be worthy of the con- 
fidence of the people. Tt would prob- 
ably add greatly to the prosperity of 
the people of the west, who would as 
a consequence be able to buy more 
goods from the people of the eastern 
provinces. Mr Graham said it 
estimated that including the terminal 


elevators and other facilities the road | trom American buyers the price to 


would cost from twenty-five to thirty 
tnillions. In all probability five or 
six millions more could be added to 
this figure, but even so the money 
would be well expended. 

In addition ts affording more trans- 

rtation facilities for the west the 

udson Bay railway would doubtless 
develop coal areas of the east and 
give to the people of the 
vantage of being able to buy eastern 
coal at a lower figure; it would tend 
to the development of our inter-pro- 
vincial trade about which we have 
heard so much recently, he added. 


NO MONOPOLY OF ALBERTA COAL | 


Mr. Oliver Objects to the Clause

Ottawa.—During the hour for priv- 
ate bills in the house, the bill to in- 
corporate the Alberta Electric Rail- 
way company came in for consider- 
able criticism by Mr. Oliver and J. 
G. Turriff. Mr. Oliver contended an 
electric railway should not/be allowed 
to own coal mines, and it was impera- 
tive that the dwellers on the prairies 
should not be placed under the con- 
trol of a coal monopoly. Giving a 
line of this character privileges such 
as asked for in the bill would cut off 
some of the competition and have a 
tendency of increasing the price of 

coal, 

The clause giving the company the 
right to own and operate a telegraph 
and telephone was stricken out, The 
bill stands for the third reading at 
the request of Mr, Turiff.

He came to Canada in 1883 and for 
six years engaged in fruit farming 
in the Niagara Peninsula, afterwards 
removing to British Columbia, where 
he is at present engaged in that in- 
dustry on an extensive scale. In a 
Conservative administration, Mr. Bur- 
rell’s claims for preferment would be 
hard to ignore, and it is doubtful if 
they would be overlooked.

GENEROUS JOHN BULL. 
He Is a Liberal Giver to Those Who 


Are In Need. 


On the appeal of the Mayor of Bol- 
ton, England, for funds in the recent 
Pretoria Mine disaster no less than 
$340,000 was subscribed in a week! 
That alone is enough to show that 
John Bull is a generous soul. 

‘The first time that he publicly help. 
ed the miners was in 1878, when near- 
ly $150,000 was raised on behalf of 
the sufferers from a mine explosion 
in Wales. Since then every colliery 
disaster has found the British public 
eager to aid the widows and childrer 

behind. 

The Britsher is as generous to his 
fellow-beings abroad as he ia to those 
at home. When the Seine rose and 
caused such widespread damage a 
year ago the British public, through 
the medium of a Mansion House fund, 
sent over nearly $350,000 for the he!p 
of their continental neighbors. 

Strange to say, the first Mansion 
House fund was inaugurated to re- 
lieve Paris. This was for the relief; 
of the sufferers in the siege by the) 
Germans in 1871. Over $600,000 was| 
collected and sent to Paris, partly in 
money and partly in clothing, food, 
and other necessaries, The Parisians 
did not want money 80 much as food, 
for money was fairly plentiful, and 
John Bull responded to the appeals 
of the starving by sending over sixty- 
eight tons a day or two after the 
siege was raised. Since that first fund 
the Mansion House alone has received 
nearly $30,000,000 out of the pockets of 
the generous Anglo-Saxon, 

When the terrible earthquake at 
Messina startled the world with its 
dramatic suddenness and its conse- 
quent misery Great Britain was the 
foreign country that contributed most 
to the relief of the refugees. Over 
$600,000 was rapidly collected and 
despatched to Italy, Germany comin; 
next with $400,000, and France wit 
$300,000. Newspapers all over the 
country opened their columns for the 
receipt of money from their readers, | 
and the appeal thus made was not in 
vain. 

In 1878 the Mansion House opened 
a fund for the great Indian famine. 
In response to the appeal of the Lord 
Mayor, the huge sum of $3,450,000 was 
extracted from the pockets of the na- 
tion. In 1897 another fund was or-! 
ganized to aid the Hindus, over halt 
a miljlion pounds being sent to India, 
Altogether England has sent $10,000,- 
000 in one way and another to re- 
lieve our fellow-subjects in India. 
Such figures are a splendid tribute to | 
the generosity of the British public. 

During the Boer War, however, Bri- 
tain really roz3 to the occasion and 
showed what she was capable of in 
emergencies. The Mansion House left 
all its glorious records far behind 
when it raised over $5,600,000 for the 
Transvaal War fund. In addition to 
this $850,000 was given to the fund for 
the Transvaal refugees and $585,000 
for the C.I.V.’s. That was the Man- 
sion House alone, and when it is re- 
called that there were three other 
funds of a similar kind in existence 
| at that time one is astonished at the 
capacity of John Bull’s pockets, Al- 
together nearly $20,000,000 was sub- 
scribed during the days of the war. 
Britain paid generously for the magni- 
ficent help that her soldiers and sail- 
ors gave her. 

The greatest individual sum ever 
given to a fund, apart from the per- 
manent charitable organizations, was| 
the $125,000 given by Sir Thomas Lip- 
ton to the Poorest of the Poor London | 
Jubilee Dinner Fund in 1897.

Sev- 
eral new types of barley will be used 
and it is anticipated that the result 
of the experiments will) prove of 
yreat value toufarmers in the irri- 
zation bloek, Prof. Elliott also met 
My. Newman, an authority in’ seed 
grains, who has just returned from 
six months in Svensk, Sweeden, in- 
vestigating barley culture. Mr. 
Newman has contributed two new 
kinds of barley for experimental 
purposes, and says that he is) con- 
fident of a wonderful development 
of cereal culture in the Canadian 
West, 
scandinavian Interestin Canady 
Ole Kirkwold, chief sulesman of 
the C.P.1.Co., who has just: return- 
ed) from an extensive tuur of Nor- 
way, Sweden, Denmark and Eng- 
land, reports that the Scandinavian 
countries evinee great interest in 
Canada. Moving picture theatres 
are displaying pictures illustrative 
of Canadian life and seenery, and 
su anuch interest is shown in’ these 
tilms that cinematograph firms are 
paying Jarge sums for Canadian 
views.

WOOD BLOCK CURLING. 


ew Early Exponents of the “‘Roarin' 
Game” Had Real “‘Stanes.” 


In an article on curling in Canada 
in The Canadian Couricr, A. W. Cur- 
tan harks back to the days when 
wooden blocks were used. 

There were very few utones in Can- 
ada before the sixties; though the 
Governor-General and the officials at 
Ottawa VL with the granites. 

The blocks were hardwood, larger 
at the bottom than the top. They 
weighed about four or five pounds, 
and slipped along the ice quite easily. 
The handle was made of any old piece 
of iron that could be found. 

It was a great event in the different 
towns when the first pair of stones ar- 
tived. The owner would, without ex- 
ception, want to play his forty pound 
rocks against the five pound, blocks. 
One game was usually sufficient, as 
the rocks would clear the rink of 
blocks as though they were pebb'es 
on the ice, After that, of course, 
everyone had to ‘‘dig down” and buy 
a pair of ‘Ailsa Craigs’; and as the 
Jase ee in those ancient days were all 
ust fresh ‘‘frae old Scotia” it caus d 
quite/a tugging at the heart-strings 
when they parted with the where- 
withal. 

A pair of curling stones in those 
days were as highly valued as a house 
and lot, for the simple reason that if 
you lost them you had to wait for a 
pair to come from the old land—cer- 
tainly not for their intrinsic value. 
If, perchance, a stone was broken then 
the man who broke it had to pay for 
it. That was one of the stringent 
tules of bet ard and force of public 
opinion made it a good rule to ob- 
serve. 

They tel! a story in a town of the 
north country of @ prominent men, 
who had lost thou of dollars spe- 
culating without a whimper. One day, 
in a close, hard game, an opponent, 
playing a running shot, broke his 
stone. That man raised more row 
about that old curling stone in five 
minutes than he ever had about los- 
ing thousands of dollars. It took him 
months to get over it. It was the 
only time his friends had ever seen 
him really upeet. 

In connection with the importution 
of the first stones into the town of 
Orillia, back in 1873, there is a rather 
good story. Stonewall Jackson, a braw 
Scot, was the proud owner of the first 
pair of stones—exact replicas of the 
pale used by the Governor-General. 

e tried to use his stones agiins! 
the blocks, and, as happened in other 
places, the blocks were knocked al! 
over the ring. So, the following year, 
the other members had to get stones. 

It so happened that one day on 
soft ice Stonewall took a ranning shot, 
which “wabbled,” and hitting the shot 
on the edge, a piece was chipped out 
of his stone. course, Do one. was 
to blame but Stonewall himself. So 
as nobody was buying him a new 
pair, he had the stone with the piec- 
out of the side cut down to about half- 
size—the stone at that time were flat, 
reguiar pancakes, and wide. Afier 
that, whenever Stonewall had a nar- 


small stone, which was a great ad 
vantage, as it would go through a 
hole-half the size the regular stone 
would require, and saved many games 
for him, ‘tis said. 

There is a decided difference be- 
tween the stones used then and those 
in vogue now, rosy were flat, less 
than. three inches high, and wide, 
about eighteen inches across. They 
sat very low on the ice and caugh: 
ali the dirt in sight; consequently 
luck was a greater factor in their 
game. In fact, the game in those days 
was not the scientific game that is 
played today. It was more of a 
rosrin’ game—but 80 were the times. 
Now, it is a science, and must be 
practiced and played for years b f.re 
a man can hope to play really well. 

The old-timers never layed any- 
thing but the inturn, and e stones 
drew very little anyhow, They some- 
times tried the straight handle, but 
the stone usvally ended up with one 
turn or the other, dirt on the ice do- 
nad the trick. ‘ 

ow, the out-turn dei played nearly 
as often as the in, and the modern 
stones draw as much as ten feet on 
modern ice. The stones are so sha 
that they brush aside almost any dirt, 
and so a great element of chance i: 
eliminated. 

One change significant of the times. 
to which to a more or less extent is 
due the change in the tone of the 
sport, is the absence of whisky. In 
the fifties, and thereafter for forty 
years, no curling game was complete 
without a “guid old cutter of whisky" 
—guid old rye. As the “‘skey” hae 
disappeared, so the boisterousness has 
faded away. However, the games, in 
those times. were much more interest- 
ing to the spectator, and goodly 
crowds gathered to seo the curlers 
make merry. After every game three 
cheers was given all round and a 
tiger for g measure, It wouldn't 
hurt the game a whit to have this 
feature reinstituted. It is in keeping 
with the spirit of the game. 

Eowever, those were the good old 
days, when the men worked for their 
fun and over their fun, and, as we 
said before, the game is pretty well 
indicative of the trend of the times, 
more acientific now, but not nearly 
so phyzically strenuous.

Tho Horse Indians Always Superior 
to the Forest Men: 


In the early days of the O. P. R. 
lorests, acroas plains | 
an. over mountains, tue Aborigine 
wa. always a factor to be reckoned 
with and sometimes a serious one. 

The harmless eastern ‘rand of In- 
dians had been reduced to a tribe of 
mendicants. When not too lazy to 
breathe, an occasional muskrat or 
mink skin furnished a precarious ex- | 
istence, And when the white man | 
came along, the crumbs that fell from 
his table were not despised by his 
ted brothers, and they would often 
camp alongside of him and laboriou:ly 
move along. 

With their well-known instinct of 
true gallantry they would kindly per- 
mit the squaws and a small retinue 
of dogs, never absent, to pack heavy 
loads of their belongings, while the 
haughty chieftain strode along in the 
lead with nothing heavier to carry 
than an old musket, 

Of course, this class of Aborigine, 
principally of the Cree persuas.on, 
“out no ice.” He was simply regard 
ed as an indolent, improvident, dirty. 
unreliable lying son of the forest. All 
Cooper’s fairy tales fade away when 
you encounter the real child of na- 
ture, so different from the tall, lordly 
savage portrayed by the novelist, 
marching along, arrayed in a bunch 
of feathers and a coat of red puint, 
with his lovely consort by his side, 
whose simple toilet, inexpensive, but 
effective, consists of a string of beada; 
a coiffure made up with the aid of 
bacon grease; buckskin leggins and 
embroidered mocaasins. 

Alas! how all is changed. The 
wretched old ragged, pock-marked, un- 
roll inset repository who fol. 
iows along your trail now, with his 
wrinkled old sore-eyed squaw and 
numerous offspring, picking up the 
white man’s leavings, tells a pitiabl+ 
tale, and shows.only too plainly the 
decadence of the redskin. 

On the Western plains, of course, 
different tribes are encountered. Horse 
Indians are irvariably superior to 
those other decaying specimens. 

Many a fine, tall, straight, upstand- 
ing, unreliable savage might one have 
encountered a few years ago, clotie 
simply in his right mind, mounted 
upon the self-supporting little wal'- 
eyed cayuse. 

The different tribes were seldom, if 
ever, friendly, and in the old days 
any plain Indian would kill a Cree on 


sight. 

The “Stonies” inhabited the Rock 
Mountain ranges ard seldom if ever 
came east of Swift Current Creck 
then there were ‘‘Sarcees,” “Black 
feet,” “Bloods,” ‘Pagans,’ ‘and many 
other hard varietics.

BELIEVED IN CANADA 


| AND J. L. ENGLEHART CAME AT A 


TIME OF BIG EXODUS. 


The Man Who Is Now at the Head of 
Ontario's Pubiic Ralway Came 
From the United States In the Ear- 
ly Eighties—Is a Man of Private 
Means and Loves His Work and 
His Employes. 


It was in the eighties, when a!l the 
talk was of Canadians trekking to 
the United States, that several Ameri- 
cans of greater foresight reversed the 
process and came to Canada. 

In their ranks were numbered not 
only such Ma alia Bt Md as the 
late Ezra B. Eddy of Hull, Que., and 
the late Hiram Walker of Walkerviile, 
who built up businesses which are 
known ractically throughout the 
Empire, But also such railway mag- 
nates as Sir William Van Horne, Sir 
Thomas Shaughnessy and Mr. ©. M. 
Hays. To this honorable roll belongs 
by right the name of Jacob Lewis 
Englehart, chairman of the Temiskam- 
ing & Northern Ontario Railway Com- 
mission, and vice-president of the Iin- 
perial Oil Co., Ltd.—a man who repre- 
sents a type of worthy, useful, se.f- 
made and splendid citizenship none 
too frequently met with in Canada. 

Mr. Englehart was born in Cleve- 
land, Ohio, Nov. 2, 1847, his parents 
being John Joel Englehart and Han- 
nah Richards Englehart. His school. 
days were brief, for he left Cleveland 
in 1860, at the age of thirteen years, 
and went to New York, where he en- 
tered the Pine street offices of Sonn- 
born, Drafoo & Co., an oil-exporting 
firm, as clerk and rose by his own ef- 
forts to be a partner in the concern. 
In 1870 Mr. Englehart came to Ontario

to investigate the oil fields, and, per-

upon the establishment 
refining works for export in Ontario. 
While retaining his New York con- 
nection, he founded the firm of J. L. 
Englehart & Co. at London. After six 
yetr of success in London Mr. Engle- 
hart sold out, and was on the point 
of returning to the United States, 
when he purchased the works of the 
Carbon Oil Co., and moved them to 
Petrolia, where the principal oi] wells 
were located, himself becoming a resi- 
dent of the town. In 1881 the Imper- 
ial Oil Co. was established, Mr. Engle- 
hart becoming vice-president, a posi- 
tion which he still holds, The com- 
pany was reorganized in 1891, and the 
refineries removed to Sarnia. 

After definitely deciding to remain 
in Canada, he had assumed British 
citizenship, and chose Conservat sn 
as his political faith. He took part in 
many election contests, but sought no 
political honors, When the Whitney 
Government assumed power Mr. En- 
lehart’s prominence as a successful 
usiness man and his intimate knowl- 
edge of railway affairs marked him 
out for preferment when the Temis- 
kaming Commission was being reor- 
ganized. On his return from Europe 
in 1906 he was appointed to member- 
ship on the commission, and when 
Mr. Cecil B. Smith resigned the chuir- 
manship soon after, r. Englehart 
wag regarded as his logical successor 
for this important post. 

The salient characteristics of Mr, 
Englehart are his simultaneous grasp 
of the broadest aspect and the most 
minute detail of any subject, and his 
unfailing courtesy and affability. 

The visitor to the offices of the com- 
mission finds its head easy of access, 
urbane of manner, debonair of person, 
and unvaryingly genial and obliging. 
It does not matter whether it be a 
member of the Government who drops 
in, a railway magnate come to confer 
upon momentous matters a newspip:r- 
man in search of information, or the 
humblest employe of the road with a 
grievance or a request—all] alike are 
mnade to feel welcome and at ease, 

In the conduct of the affairs of the 
Temiskaming Railway Mr. Engle- 
hart has adopted what might be call- 
ed the paternal, not to say the pa- 
triarchal, method. The employes of 
the road are made to fc:] that they 
are not only active partners, but mem- 
bers of one big family. 

In addition, Mr. Englehart keeps 
close watch upon the work of all em- 
ployes, and the man whose monthly 
report makes a good showing ia li- 
able to receive a personal letter of 
commendation for excellent work 
done, with a hint that the faithful 
and efficient performance of duty will 
not be forgotten. 

Possessing abundant means of his 
own, the $5,000 salary which he re- 
ceiyes as chairman of the commission 
is but a bagatelle to Mr. Englehart. 
His pleasure hag never been in uc- 
cumulating money, but in using it 
wisely. His services to the people of 
Ontario are given freely, not for the 
monetary return which he receives, 
but for the pleasure he takes in de- 
monstrating the possibilities of suc- 
cess in Government ownership and
